Jewel Foods plans August start

The plans for Jewel Food, Stores to con- 
struct a new. Jewel Supermarket and Osco 
Drug complex at the intersection of Rtes. 59' 
and 173 "are progressing quickly," said 
Timothy Schwartz, Jewel's real estate direc- 
tor. 

"We have to get a few business questions 
resolved, straighten out some kinks in the 
surveying and talk to the village about the 
utilities and easements. Then we will be 
able to appear before the village to ask ap- 
proval of our plans," he added. 

"We should be able to start the demolition 
of the buildings presently on the planned con- 
struction site by August," Schwartz said. 



Schwartz added that Jewel would shortly 
start negotiations with' the owners of Swans 
Liquors and Kentucky Fried Chicken, the 
only two of the seven businesses now located 
on that corner that have long-term leases. 

Kentucky Fried Chicken's lease runs 
through March 31, 1984, with an option to 1989 
and the liquor store's lease is in effect until 
December of 1983, with a three-year option. 

Representatives of Jewel have previously 
stated that if these businesses choose to stay 
out their leases, it would be possible to build 
around them since they are located in the 
parking area. 

The other five businesses, who claim that 
they first found out that they were to be 



ousted from their present locations when 
they read about it in the newspapers, say 
that they have received their first direct 
communique from the food chain calling for' 
a meeting on Monday, June 21 .

: In last minute 
maneuvering, Beyer was 
named instead of Howard 
(Bud) Scott of Lake Villa. 
The appointment came as, a 
surprise even to Beyer, and- - 
the* backlash continues to. 
ring from those who feel that 
Avon Township Supervisor 
Norm Geary should have 
received the nod. 
Scott won a position on the 
-Republican-ballot-in-district— 
four for the November 
general election along with 
r ;=. incumbents Donna Mae Lit- 
wiler of Ingleside and .Jim 
- Fields of Antioch .and Avon 
Township Supervisor and 
former county board mem- 
ber Norm Geary in the Mar- 
ch primary. 

Since the county board 
chairman is obliged to ap- 
point a replacement from , 
Holtz' district and his party, 
the obvious choices were 
either Scott or Geary. 
But with well-publicized 
^"oclds between Geary and at , 
least three incumbent coun- 
Ty board members from the 
district (Litwiler, Joe 
r Tobolik and Jim Fields! , his" 
appointment was unlikely, 
so Scott was expected to get 
the nod and even listed on 
the agenda. 

However when ap- 
proached, the likeable Dean 
from Grant High School, 
declined the jippointment

plans, leaving Miller looking 
for another Republican from
